Av various periuls id tha past we have 
referrea to the expericnce of different 
Hastern cities in the matter of plague, and 
the, subject is one which must always be of 
interest here until the disease is thoroughly 
stamped out. ‘the most: recent plague 
report issued is that of the Health Officer 
of Calcutta, Major Deane. Calcutta must 
he allowed to be a favowable spot for the 
study of plague, seeing that in. the course 
of thirteen months ending last Ttine” vo 
Yewer than 7,000 died there of the disease 
or of what was commonly supposed to be 
that disease. Major Duaxe’s report is 
: particularly interesting in that he differs in 
many points froma great number of -plague 
specialists. He tukes as his motte a 
Rabbinical quotation -“ Leara to say: I do 
not know,” and proceeds to_reject some of 
the fasourite theories with regard to plague. 
‘He protests against. the attribution by the 
Jaity to the medical profession of a greater 
knowledge of the plague bacillus than the 
profession actually possesses.“ They. seem 
to think, to speak unconventionally, that 
‘we cun see Mr. and Mrs. Bacillus with a 
Jnrge family in attendance walking about.” 
Now the Calcutta Health: Officer confesses 
that nothing is Enown about the origin of 
plague. It is not contagious, but is chiefly 
air-borne und spread. by dust. The rat 
theory of. the conveyance of: plague receives

charges cf Landling, storing aud transporting 
produce, +0 that. there is the danger of trade 
heing carried direct or diverted to other porta, 
Labourers and artisans ara mainly comprised of 
Chinese who keep up the closest connection with 
their own conntry, and it would be next to im- 
possible to reduce wages in any case. ‘She 
Chinese nro the backhoue of the colony, and these 
ave content to reckon their profits in silver, ‘a, 
currency to which they have beeu accustomed ; 

nor hove they shown themselves backward io 
locally investing the large fortunes their 
enterprise and insight bave obtained them. 

Tho success claimed by India and Japan ic 
their ndoption .of a gold. standard has little 
bearing on ‘this colony, which bas no debts and 
wide trade ramifications, To many observers 
the fact: that our coinago is practically bullion 
accounts for much of the proapority which has 
made Singapore the grout tyade entropat of the 
Java and Chios seus, and hitherto provented 
the competition of the Netherlands India ports, 


THE DAR DANELLES.

Tle British protest ogainst the passage cf 
four Russian torpede-bont destroyers through 
the Dardanelles to tho Black Sea will be 
generally approvedin th's country, Under the 
guise «f the commercial flag, the Muscovits 
Government have endeavoured to violate the 


international treaties which closed the Dar- 
auelles to tlie war versels of all countries, Such 
a subterfuge is unworthy of a great Power like 
Russia, but unfortunstely it is not inconsistent 
with her former tactics. The fact can no 
longer bo concealed in this-country that her 
Asiatic methods of diplomacy can never he 
trusted,. She rarely. seems toact in a fair and 
straightforward mannor, and she is distrusted 
accordingly. It is only necestary to study the 
hidtory of Turkey to understand and appreciate 
the many wily attempts Russia has made to 
establish herself in the Black Sea and the Darda- 
nelles, which would give her practical eontrol 
over Turkey ond a means of ontlet to the 
Mediterrauean  Fortutiutely she bay been 
checkmated by the Powers, and the disintegra- 
tion of the Ottoman Empire as a buffer betweea 
Rosia oud the rest of Europe has beon 
provented. The Treaties of Paris, Berlin, aud 
London are in evidence os tho means whereby 
that neeessary object was accomplished, 

The Treity of Paris, of 1841, which was con- 
firmed by that of 1886, lsid it down that no 
foreign ship ef war should enter the Dardanelles 
except by Turkish permission, and even 
merchant vessels are only permitted to pass the 
Castle of Chanok-Kalesi during the day. Yet 
Rassia had the audacity, in September last, to 
call upon ‘Lurkey to authorise tho passage 
of torpedc-boat destroyers throngh the Darda- 
‘nolles, and the Porte, giving way to the 
insistence of the bigger Power, ended by agree- 
ing to it. That Turkey should have committed 
such a snicidal act indicates pretty clearly that 
Russia has some meaus of squeezing her into 
complioncs with anything. But will the 
Powers stand by and allow Ruasia to insert the 
thin edge of the wodgo in this scheming man- 
ner? -If they do then the’ treaties are ntterly 
valueless, and it would ba a farce to attempt 
to frame any more in the future. The 
argument.set up by Russia, that a disarmed 
vexsol flying the cormmercial flsg’ cannot be 
regarded as a warship, is absolutely childish, 
‘and is not Likely to convince anyone. That 
Turkey should have been induced to take 
such a view will not justify the other Powers in 
doing the eame. On the contrary, they should 
lose no time in following the example of Groat 
Britain and registering their protest ageiast an 
attempt to enter the Black Sen, which oan only 
have one ultimate object—that of securing the 
ability to utilise the Sea in the future, and to 
practically annex Constantinople. Both Russia 
and Torkey have been elsarly given to-under- 
staid thot Great Britain reserves tha right to 
demand similar privileges for her warships, if 
Rusia is still authorised to violate the treaties. 
It is to he hoped that Russia will see the danger 
which she is incurring and withdraw in time, 
otherwise complications may arise which will 
have far-reaching consequoxces for her, and 
Great Britain and the Powers of ae age 
whole. noes und Mititery Record.

AMERICANS IN THE 
' PHILIPPINES, 


The Manila Times reporta the issue of the 
warr. nt agaiust W. DB.

Apropos‘of this caso the Manila Timea bas x 
strong article on the subject of * dishonouring 
the name of American” ond the regrettuble 
frequency with whieh the name of Amorican 
has lately been trailed in the ‘gutter in Manila. 
“ Tt has come to eneh o pass,” gays our contem- 
porary, “that it is almost impossible for an 
American other than those .whose position 
aud financial standing are beyond question,' to 
obtain credit at the various stores in the city. 
He is everywhere met with tho statement that 
so many Amcricany buve beaten their bills that 
as matter of enfety snd business policy it 
bas been found necessary to refuse to extend 
the fuvour of oredit to aby and all Americans. 
This .s irne of many American morehants and 
of mest E-nropean merchants, In other words, 
wo aro regorded in Manila ay o dishonourablo and 
antrastworthy clags, as people whose word can- 
not be depended upon in business and who hive | 
no sense of honour in observing a debt. . 

Just where the causo or causes of this condition 
jie is not hard to discern. It is a fact, however 
much we misy regret it, tbat among the 
Americon population here, ue in every new 


field, we have a considerable element which 
does nof do us oredit. Many adventurers who 
had ‘no reputation at home or if any, 
an evil one, have been lured here by the 
promise of easy and illegitimate: gsio; and 
even those who were honest and law-abiding 
at home suffer here from the loss of those 
ipflueuces which there helped to keep them 
straight, and with a weakened. sense of hononr 
and obligation, soon fall a prey to temptation. 


* ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 


The Kreuz Zeitung Dovotes a long article to 
ihe examination uf the.causes which have rend- 
ered Germany so unpopular among tho Great 
Powers. England and the United States, 
Frarca and Russia, sre unanimous in thei 
dislike. The leading Conservative journal, 
which has probably done mora than any othe 
German newspaper to bring about this stute o¢ 
affaiie, puts down the dislike of Russia to the 
fact that Gormany hes grown so strong, and the 
dislike of France ia attributed to the same 
cause. Strong. Germany, it says, is an ob- 
stacle ‘to their plans in Centra! Europe. 
With regard to the . Unired* State itis all 
owiug to English machinations. The United 
States and Germany would ba the best 
friends: in the world were it not for Engiand 
seeking to sow distrust of Garmany. It is con- 
yeniont for the Kreuz Zeitung at the . pro- 
soat time time to forget the attitude which it 
assumed during the Spanish-American war, 
whens its abuso of tho United States know no’ 
bounds. 

The Kreuz’ Zeitung, howerer, is specially 
interosting when it troats of estrangement 
between England sod” Germany. In thi first 
place, according to this sapient journal, there 
is a certain mysterious international conspiracy 
with ity headgoarters iu England | and 
represented by a certain Enylish mogazine 
with branches in. France, Bohemia, Russia, 
aud the United States, whose mission it is to 
calumniste Germany. It is wroug to suppose 
that the Kaiser's famous tolegram to Kroyer 
was the cause of Haglish eumity. The Kreuz 
Zeitung speaks only of English énmity, 
never of German. All through Germany is 
the pansive object of British hatred. " Auothor 
cause is the increase uf the Gormun fleet, and 
yet another tho: increase of German trade. 
England's roply to the Kaiser's telegram 
embittered Uormany;.hor policy of branding 
German merchandise was also deeply resented. 
Then come the South African War. The 
Krevz Zeitung’ grudgingly admits that in 
Germany regrettable explosions of feeling 
occurred, but the volame of British’ hostility 
to Germavy far exceeded that of Germany 
towards England, The whole odium of ‘all 
the attacks on England which sppeared 
in. the Continental Press way cast on 
Germany. The Kretis Zeituag does not 
say thot the, most odious attacks on Englaud 


which appeared in the. French and Russian 
journals were copied from the German papers, 
and forgets that the principal manufacturers of 
the foul axpersions cast on the British Army 
ware Germans. It forgets also that German 
papers, amoug them the Kreuz Zeitung, 
eagerly opencd their columns to this campaign 
of calamuay. ee 
The Kreuz Zeitung next offers. a curious 
explauation of the ultimate aim of Germany in 
increasing the fleet. It is a mere legend (it 
says) to sapposo that the increase of the Garman 
fleet is directed against England. As o matter 
of fact, besides being intended to cover the 
exposed position of. Germany itself, the fleet is 
iutended to go hand in band with the British 
fleet, Witha fine air of disinterestedness the 
‘Kreuz Zeitung finally warns-the Press to uvoid 
excess, and to remember its responsibility, ,

NAVAL INTELLIGENCE. 

Naval cflicers jock on it us their birthright 
to grumble. This is no new phase; the 
geumb.:ing suilor las existed during a long 
périod, and there is no question thal the sea iu 
its many moeds, and ships, in their 
confinement and bebaviour in rough weather, 
the lack of change in secicty, ond tho 
samenets of the daily menu, allow plenty of 
room for the exercize of the legitimate growl ; 
but’ the sailor is not daunted by any set 
limits, and for the mero sake of a growl will 
often invent a snbject if he has not one ready 
to hand. A fruitful sourco of growling 
is the Admirally. Were one to eavesdrop 
it would be difficult for the listener to under- 
stand wherein the “Admiralty ever did right, 
for all that be would hear would be the things 
they had dono wrong, und never the things ihey 
had done right; these aro taken aso matter of 
course, no credit is due for them, and they only 
escape criticism because they do not afford an 
opportunity for a grumble.” : 

One great defect. of which we Lear a good 
deal anent Admiralty administration is ‘the 
want of information on service subjects, which 
should be, but is not, supplied by them.’ An 
enlargement of the scops of the Intelligence 
Dopartment’s work might remedy this defect, 
but while wa grumble at the want of informa- 
tion, we do not pause toconsider that to a large 
extent we have tho sources of supply open to 
us, und that we could educate ourselves much 
more than we do from sources which are avail- 
able to us ab tle price of a small annual eub- 
seviption. I alinde, of course, to the Press, and 
perticnlarly to magazines and reviews, both 
home and foreign, which deal with service sub- | 
jects ; but how often do wo see such books in 
naval mess f Scarcely evor! The class of 
magazine the naval mess subscribes for is 
usually thet which provides what the Spectator 
happily deseribed us “ snippit literature” — 
short atories that will while away afew minutes, 
or soothe one into a condition for.the afternoon 
caulk, 

A good many yearsago the Admiralty decidod 
to provide officers in evory ship with tho nucleus 
of @ reference library on service aud general 
subjects, and in this library the offlcer might 
find a good deal of material to extend his 
knowledge of the navy in the past. A selection 
of Captain Mahan’s works is supplied—pity that 
the list is not brought up to date and each of 
hia works, as it is ixew d, added to the library— 
Colomb's Naval Warfare Southey’ 3 Dives 
of the Admirals, Roosevelt's: Natal War of 
1872, with other lives of admirals ond naval 
leaders of the past. There is not a yreat 
selection, but one would expect that such books 
as are supplied would be much read and well 
known to all officers, and yet we find in praotice 


“that the leaves’ reinain unent to the end of the 


commission, And we are sure thet it is not 
because the contents of theso uncat volumes 
have been read elsewhere, but rather thot 
the naval ‘officer of the. present day does 
not take sufficient interest in the. service to 
study it from every side.. He is keen euough 
about the practical part of his work, but the 
average exeoutiva officer thinks that his: study 
days are over when he has passed his examina- 

tious at college or has obtained his coveted G., 

or T., or N, Tho non-executive officers (I 
hurdly .know -what to call them now that 
engineers and doctors are no longer “ civil“) 
asa general rule pass this kind of knowledge by 
on the other side. It does not concern their 
work, aud they are therefcro content to remain 
in ignorance, or with that smattering of general 


- knowledge which leads to confusion between 


Drake and Blake, and wholly ignores all those 
great naval mon of the past whose namesare 
not borne by the admiral class, 

The Naval Records Suciety has recently sen 
out circulars to the fleet inviting new subseri- 
bers, This society, which, to quote its.circular,
